N. T., September 20, 12:15 A. M.—It is of- 
ficially announced that at this late hour 


cesco Mrono, a Normannia passenger, who 
was landed here Sunday morning, died of 
the disease in a tent where he had been 
isolated at 10 o’clock p. m. The body will 
be cremated at Swineburne island. A wid-

Never before in the history of the county 
has an auditor undertaken such a mam- 
moth piece of work. The amount of labor 
has been simply immense, but the speed 


with which the auditor has brought it to. 


an end, consistent, of course, with a care- 
ful and deliberate weighing of each fact, 
has been such as to reduce the estimate of 
the amount of work involved. He certainly 
deserves to be congratulated. 

The result of the whole matter is summed 
np in seven digits, viz.: $73,529.82. 

That is the amount which Auditor Pee- 
ples claims is now in the possession of Mr. 
Ryan and which, he also adds, under the. 
evidence, he is fully able to pay. 

Th finding of Judge Gober last year was 
$120,490.79. Hence it will be seen that 
the difference between the findings is nearly 
fifty thousand dollars in favor of Mr. 


Ryan. 

In addition to the auditor’s report, which 
was filed in the clerk’s office yesterday af- 
ternoon, a stack of papers nearly two fect 
high, including the evidence that was in- 
troduced before him and other documents, 
was also delivered to the clerk and was 
brought by the auditor himself. 3

A New Issue of Bonds. 


An ordinance providing for the cancella- 
tion of certain unsold bonds of the city, and 
the igsuing in their stead of bonds of dif- 
ferent denomination was presented by the 
finance committee.

OVER TWO HUNDRED BRASS BANDS 


Furnish the Music, and the Procession 
Was Hight Hours hn Passing 
a Given Point. 


Washington, September 20.—The weather 
for the great Grand Army of the Republic 
parade review was perfect at the beginning 
—one of those rich autumnal days for 
which Washington is famous. There was 
a haze in the air in the morning that soft- 
ened the effect of the sunlight on the 
brightly decorated buildings and brought 
the contrasting colors all out into harmony. 
As the day grew older and the sun mounted 
higher, warm beams dissipated mists and 
the city stood revealed in all of its refml- 
gent beauty, and as nearly as an autumn 
day can resembel a spring day, with the 
saem conditions of wind and weather, did 
this morning resemble that memorable 
23d of May, 1865, when the battle-stained 


began their march along Pennsylvania ave- 
nue to be reviewed for the last time by the 
great commanders who are now no more. 
But the weather goddess was fickle and as 
the hour fixed for the starting of the pro- 
cession drew night, an east wind began to 
blow; bringing raw chill to those persons 
who stood in exposed places; The sky be 
gan to fill with light drab clouds, and soon 
the day was gray and gloomy. 
Two days had been required in 1865, 
when the grand review took place. Only 
one day needed now for all who could gat 
here and stand the fatigue. Tomorrow 
however,. the sons of those who came back 
from the wars will take the place of those 
whom time has taken away. Half-past 9 
o'clock is an early hour for a Washington 
parade, but the procession had been set for 
that hour and Jong before then the streets 
were lined with people who came early to 
get choice places against the big wire cable 
which had been stretched along the curb of 
the avenue for the entire length of the pro- 
ceasion, the streets being kept absolutely 
clean. . * 
The veterans formed in line at their re- 
spective headquarters and marched chiefly 
by side streets to the place of formation, 
headed by bands, whose continuous playing 
was refreshing to the spectators. On the 


ury building, a large covered stand, named 
in honor of Lincoln, and handsomely deco- 
rated with banners and bunting, and ever- 
greens, had been erected 80 as to face di- 
rectly down. Pennsylvania avenue at its 
turning into Fifteenth street. ‘On this 
stand sat some 800 school girls, all in white 
dresses, but wearing, in alternate rows red

Alike in its 
artistic effect and in its freshness and tender 
suggestions, this living picture was probabil 
the most beautiful and most observed of a 
memorable sights along the line of march. 

Farther down the avenue near .Central 
Market the colored school girls wete massed 
together on a stand and with melodious voices 
blended harmoniously in a grand chorus, they 
renewed the greeting to the meeting of the 
Grand Army posts. 

At the hour for the start the capitol was 
the central point of the friendly army, 
massed half a mile or more square.
